rubber 
balloons are the 


means by which the government me- 
teorologists are exploring the great 
upper spaces far above tbo most dar- 
Jng flights of 
air-craft. 
They are 


Bonding their 
instruments 
higher 


than anything from the hand of man 
lias ever gone before, and are dls- 
jcovering hitherto -unsuspected facts 
about the winds and temperatures of 
the upper 
atmosphere. 
Some of 


jthes* exploring balloons have been 
twenty miles above the surface of 
the earth. 
Some of 
them travel 


(three hundred miles and some of 
i,them not more than twenty before 
bunting. 
Ninety-five 
per cent of 


Hthem are found and returned. 


Each balloon is made of the finest 


yifhber and when 
it starts on its 


travels is about seven feet in diam- 
eter. 
As it rises the diminishing 


'pressure of tbe atmosphere causes 
the gas with which it is filled to ex- 
pand until the balloon is nineteen 
cr twenty feet in diameter; and fln- 
jally it bursts. 


I 
Over the balloon is draped a para- 


which is flung wide open by 


•the burstnig gas bag. and bears the 
precious records of the flight safely 
to earth. 
' 
The machine which makes these 


records baa been worked out by the 
government men in their own labor- 
atories, and is a most ingenious <!e- 


It can be 
sent 
on a long 


flight all alone and trusted to make 
accurate records 
of 
temperature, 


pressure, and humidity. 


{Temperature and pressure are re- 


corded by pens which are actuated 
toy hollow springs. That is, a piece 
of steel tube is slightly flattened and 
bent to form a spring, shaped some- 
thing like a horse shoe. The more 
the spring is bent, the flatter it be- 
comes and consequently the smaller 
its capacity. Now this hollow spring 
is filled with .alcohol under pressure, 
thus forcing its ends farther apart, 
.and increasing its capacity. If the 
balloon reaches a straum of hot air, 
the rising temperature will expand 
the alcohol still 
more, forcing the 


ends of the springs still wider apart. 
On tho other hand, if the tempera- 
ture falls, the alcohol will diminish 
in volume, and 
the 
ends of the 


.spring will be allowed to corao to- 
gether. 
Thus In the movements of 


the spring every change of tempera- 
ture Is recorded. 


The end of tho spring Is connect- 


ed with a little steel pen, the point 
of which rests upon a sheet of smok- 
ed aluminum, on 
which 
the pen 


scratches the whole temperature rec- 
ord for the flight. Smoked alumi- 
num must be used because ink would 
freeze in the upper spaces. 


The aluminum sheet 
is wrapped 


about a revolving 
drum, which Is 


actuated by clock work, so that It 
will make one revolution per hour. 


Air pressure Is measured by this 


tame principle of the hollow spring. 
In this case It is filled with air at 
the surface of the earth, and as the 
pressure diminishes or increases, the 
air Inside the spring expands and 
contracts, exactly as the alcohol re- 
sponds to temperature. 
Tho same 


kind of a pen records the results in 
its own column 
on the aluminum 


blackboard. 


For tho 
measurement 
of 
the 


amount of moisture in the air, ex- 
actly tho same principle is employed 
that makes a girl's hair curly in wet 
weather. A number of human hairs 
are stretched 
between two points, 


one of which is delicately movable. 
Their susceptibility to the influence 
of humidity is increased by extract- 
ing all of the oil from them. In this 
condition, they will respond to the 
slightest change in humidity, and 
the record scratched on the alumi- 
num by another tiny pen. 


With this instrument is a revolv- 


ing cylinder bearing the aluminum 
record page, and tho whole business 
is put in a metal box. Before being 
•ent up, all 
of these devices are 


carefully "calibrated" 
in 
an air- 


proof chamber—that is, they are ad- 
Justed under various conditions ar- 
tificially produced so that they will 
record accurately and uniformly. 


The weather man 
will get from 


this little mechanical observer all 
the data as to temperature, pressure 
and humidity; but It will Rive him 
nothing as to the spend of the wind 
or the exact position of tho balloon. 
These things 
are 
ascertained 
by 


watching the balloon as long as pos- 
sible through two theodolite. 
A 


theodolite might be described as a 
movable periscope combined with a 
telescope, 
with your eye at one 


end, you can move tbe other M a« 
to follow the flying balloon. Hav- 
ing two 
observation 
poinu, the 


scientist in able to get certain 
and from these with th« aid of log- 
arithms, and other mysteries of tbe 
scientific mind, he l» able to figure 
out Just bow hlth up that 
ia, and how fast it li going. 


These balloon 
exploration* 
are 


p«rhap« tbe most spectacular inves- 
tigations that tbe weather bureau 
has ever undertaken, and they hare 
revealed som« strange things about 
the high upper ipaees. 
The scien- 


tist* have found out, for example, 
that far above tbe prevailing Wes- 
terlies, there are strong prevailing 
Easterlies; for whenever the bal- 
loons get about tweleve relies above 
the earth, traveling East, they grad- 
ually turn and go West. They have 
also found that it does not get stead- 
ily colder a* you go higher, although 
this has always been both the scien- 
tific and the popular opinion. As a 
matter of fact, the minimum tem- 
perature is encountered about ten 
mlleg above the 
earth, and above 


that lies a stratum of warmer air, 
the existence of 
which was never 


suspected until the rubber balloons 
went up and found it. 


This balloon work, however, has 


not nearly the 
practical value of 


that which is being done with kites. 
A kite can only go about four and 
one-half miles above the earth, and 
that only under the most favorable 
conditions. 
But it can be sent up 


a couple of miles at almost any 
time, and hauled down again and its 
record read. 
It can be used as a 


part of the dally weather observa- 
tions, while the balloon which may 
not come back for a month, and may 
not come back at all, is a very un- 
certain proposition at best. 
Then, 


too, each balloon costs about forty 
dollars, and blows 
up on Its first 


flight, while a kite may be built for 
about seventeen dollars and used 
again and afetfta. 


The kite does 
Its 
work exactly 


like the balloon, except that in addi- 
tion to the other instruments it car- 
ries a little wheel much like that of 
a 
Dutch 
windmill 
in miniature, 


which records the speed of the wind. 
It also makes its records in ink In- 
stead of upon an aluminum sheet. 


The kites used 
by the weather 


men weigh about eight pounds, and 
are built much like an aeroplane. 
They carry about seventy-five feet 
of tall, and perform on the end of a 
strong wire about five miles long. 
So accurate and valuable have these 
kite observations proved that the 
weather bureau is now making a 
dally inspection of tbe upper atmo- 
sphere near Omaha, Nebraska, and 
from there telegrams giving the Im- 
portant data go all over the country. 
Severl other stations are soon to be- 
gin making kite observations, and 
it is believed 
that the forecasting 


will be a more accurate science when 
they are generally used. In one in- 
stance, a forecaster had prophesied 
snow, because everything indicated 
precipitation, and it was below freez- 
ing at the surface of the earth. A 
kite observation showed that nearly

ture was forty degrees above xero 
The forecast wa» changed to rain. 
Snow could not poMlbly have pass- 
ed that stratum of hot sir. It is not 
unusual for the temperature a mile 
or so sbove the earth to be ten or 
flfU»n degrees higher than that at 
the surface. 
Then, too. the prevail- 


ing winds which bring most of our 
westher change*, 
send 
their ad- 


vance breezes high above the earth 
long before they are felt at the sur- 
face, and with his kite tbe weather 
man may detect 
a 
change many 


hour* before 
it 
l« 
indicated at 


ground-level. 


In addition to 
the 
effect It will 


have upon the buslneM of forecast- 
ing the weather, these explorations 
of the upper air are of great value 
to aviators, and also to the men who 
shoot the great coast defense guns. 
The value of the observation to the 
bird men Is obviou*. 
It does not 


seem to 
be generally 
known, to 


them, however, 
that 
the weather 


bureau hag worked out tables show- 
Ing Just what winds may be expect- 
ed at all the different levels. 


In the use of the great mortars, 


which play such an important part 
in modern warfare, the wind at high 
altitudes is an important factor; for 
these guns are pointed at an angle 
of forty-flve degrees when shooting 
at long range, and throw their ex- 


plosive projectiles in s tremendous 
curve 
which carries them miles 


above tie earth. 


Last summer the 
weather men 


mad* some upfer air studies from 
the deck of the coast guard steamer 
Seneca. They were especially Inter- 
ested to the temperatures above the 
Gulf Stream and the cold Labrador 
current, and they found that the 
temperature^ of these currents had 
a remarkably small effect on the air 
above them. 
Thus, although the 


Gulf Btreain modifies the climates 
of land miles 
from 
its course. It 


UBS the air for only about three 


hundred yards above its surface. 


This exploration of 
the atmo- 


sphere Is a new scientific venture of 
our government, and has still mu-h 
of discovery before it.

ZURICH, Switzerland. May 25 


The government of Saxony ha* da- 
elded to take over complete control 
of the generation and distribution of 
electricity to the cut*.
